VARIOUS MEANS OF SECURING -IT IN 


THE AVERAGE HOfUSE.t ' 


Importance of tittle Thlnc«)ln Building* 


a Dwelling—Arrangement'<rf the Boon 
and Windows—»istnf««;taut QualltlM off 
Pure Air and the Son. 


' Tho eito of your new borne selected and 
the plumbing decided upon in its general 
characteristics, the attention. should next 
bo turned to tto subject of ventilation. 
Great oare has aSeady been exercised in 
order to havo tho air iq the bouse pure, 
but still further consideration of detail is 
necessary. 


The amount of air required for an adult 


EO that tho atmosphere may be free from. 
any odor is not less than 8,000 cubic f,eet 
per hour, and this fact alone shows that in 
crowded localities or oven in good sized 
but ill constructed rooms tbe problem of 
proper and. effectual ventilation is one not 
readily solved. The forces which act are^ 
first, diffusion; second, the wind and, 
third, tbo difference in weight between 
masses of air of unequal temperature. Ar< 
tificial ventilation is effected in two ways 
—first, extraction, when the air is extracted, 
from tho room or building by means of 
heat, bteam jots, pumps, fans, etc., and, 
second, by propulsion, when air is driven 
in to expel the air already in tho room and 
is generally carried in by means of a fan 
inclosed In a box which can bo worked by 
baud, horse, water or eteajtn power. In 
the absence of all mechanical appliances 
tbe air of tbo room is changed by means of 
windows, tho chimney and any ohinke 
created by imperfectly fitted doora and 
sashes. Tbuso imperfections afford poor 
persons better ventilation even in winter 
than they arc otherwise likely to enjoy. 


With the outside air pure it is on easy 


matter to keep that of the bouse in a like 
condition during tbo summer months, for 
doors and windows are all left open, but 
in cold weather tho problem of frosh, pure 
air in all the rooms of the house all the 
time without too great an exposure to cole 
is ono that requires thought and may de- 
mand a sacrifice on tho altar of artistic 
effect. In the first place tbo windows anc 
doors should bo so arranged as to permit 
of a thorough change of air in a few niln- 
uteB. This may seem a small matter, bin 
In tho winter it is not desirable to have 
tho house chilled and made uncomfortable 
for the inhabitants for any length of time 
It impedes tho work or pleasure of tho da] 
and is liable to result in colds if nothing 
more serious, nnd a room not well aim 
is quite as bcrlous in its results as a cole 
one, though they are not so easily trace 
able to their causes, nor are they as inline 
diatc in tholr effects. All bedrooms anc 
bathrooms should havo direct conimunioa 
tion with tho outer air. A tiny court, tb 
air of which must do duty in at least hal 
u dozen similar rooms, does not contain 
enough pure air to cleanso a room as i 
should be cleansed. In the 11 ret place there 
is not sufficient circulation to remove the 
poisoned air and replace it by that that i 
purified to supply the rooms as quickl; 
find abundantly as they should be supplied 


Bedrooms, butbroonib and sitting room 


should havo plenty of air and sunlight 
and, except in very warm weather, no ef 
fort should bo made to shade them from 
the sun's rays. This may fado the carpet 
and draperies, but it 'will put color int 
tho cheeks of tho household's members, 
ring in their voices and a gladness an 
sparkle into their eyes that are worth fa 
more than tho most priceless upholstei 
that ever was made. It is well to rciuar 
here that in buying tho furnishings for th 
house it is wise to select them vxith a 
to tho effects of tbo sun on them us well a 
contact with water or hard usage. 


Again, the ceilings should not bo so Ing 


that the windows would look ungainly : 
tho two should meet, nnd the window 
should bo so designed that they reach 
within a few inches of tho celling. Th 
height of the rooms should not be loss tha 
nine feet and should rarely exceed 13, th 
to make them accessible to the houseiuni 
for fiequent cleaning, for facilities for 
cleaning should bo ever iu tho mind of 
both builder and furnisher. Tho windows 
should go to within a few inches of the 
coiling, and tho sashes should not bo too 
weighty to be moved with ease. 
This 


height of tho windows ia necessary to prc- 
vcnt the accumulation of stale air at tho 
top of tho room. When the walls extend 
far above tho window tops, it is a difiicult 
matter to change the-air thero, and it is 
there that the \itiatod air accumulates, for. 
it is usually warmer than tbo outside air 
and has therefore a tendency to rise. If ic 
can escape, its place will be taken by the 
pure air which when tho doors and win- 
dows ore-closed gets into tho room through 
tho chinks around them. An open chim- 
ney, 
<iv on without a fire, is a good thing 


to havo in tbe common sitting room, and 
one bedroom at least should be provided 
with one to be used in caso of illness, for 
it is a most effectual means of ventilation 
when a constant change of air is needed. 


Tho rooms of a house should bo thor- 


oughly aired at least onco a day. As many 
doors and windows as possible should bo 
thrown widely open for.about an hour each 
morning, and rooms that aro much occu- 
pied during tho duy should be aired at fre- 
quent intervals for a few minutes at a 
time. This can be done when tbe family 
is at meals or engaged in some other part 
of tho house. A second and more quiet 
method is to admit fresh air constantly by 
keeping the windows always open at the 
top. It is Wise to air the sleeping rooms 
before retiring at night, and they should 
bo kept open a Ifttle all night long, tho 
amount of fiesh air admitted depending 
upon tho outside temperature. 


A piece of cotton cloth hung over the 


opening, a board: inserted or, better still, 
u screen should be used to protect tho oc- 
cupant of tho room from drafts. Upon 
leaving tbo rooms in the morning tbe bed- 
ding should -be thrown over a chair, the 
windows opened wide, ancbthe closet door 
also should be opened that the disinfectant 
action of tho air may perform its work in 
all places. 


In glimmer the bathroom window should 


be kept open from the top and bottom 
during every hour of the 34, and in winter 
it should be opened often.—Buffalo Ex- 
press.

Artesian Wells. 


The theoretical explanation of the phe- 


nomenon is easily understood. Tho sec- 
ondary and tertiary geological formations 
often present tbe appuiraneo of immense 
basins, the boundary or rim of the basin i 
ha\ ing been formed by an upheaval of id- 
jacent strata In these formations it often 
happens that n porous stratum, consisting 
of sand, sandstone, chalk or other calcarej 
ous matter, is included between two iiu- 
permeable layers of clay so as to form n 
flat porous U tube, continuous from side 
to side of the valley, the outcrop on thd 
surrounding hills forming the mouth of 
the tube. Tho rain filtering down through 
tho porous layer to the bottom of the basin 
forms thero a subterranean pool, which, 
with tho liquid or seimhquul column, press- 
ing upon it, constitutes a sort of huge nat- 
ural hydrostatic bellows. Sometimes tho 
pressure on the supeiincumbent crust is 
so great as to causo an upheaval or dis- 
turbance of the valley. It is obvious, then, 
that when a hole is bored down through 
the upper impermeable layer to tho surfaco 
of the lake tho water will be lorccrt up by 
the natural law of water seeking its lo\tl 
to a height above the surface of the valley. 
greater or less, according to tbe elevation 
of the level in the feeding column, thus 
forming a natural fountain on precisely 
the sameprinciplaas that of inostartinual 
fountains, wheic tho water supply comes 
from a considerable height above the jet 
—St. Louis Republic. 


Frecione Stones In tbe Treasury Vaults In 


Washington. 


At Washington, in the bond vault of the 


treasury, is a great store of diamonds and 
other precl,,us stones that belong to no- 
body. Most of them hcve been in tho cus- 
tody of tho officials for about 00 years, but 
some cif tbo gems have been there much 
longer, and their history rests mainly on 
luuy tradition. 


There is a bottle four or five Inches long 


filled with diamonds, thcro ore various 
other loose stones, and thero are many sot 
in gold ornaments The value of the whole 
lot is variously estimated, the computa- 
tions ranging fiom $50,000 to $100,000. 


Most ot these goms were sent as a pres- 


ent to President Van Burcn by tho imaun 
of Muscat in 1839. This Asian potentate 
conceived tho idea that bo had received 
bomo service from this country, and this 
was his way of acknowledging his obliga- 
tion. President Van Buren could not ac- 
cept them, for thcro is a clau'-o in tho con- 
stitution forbidding any pureon connected 
with tho government from accepting any 
present or decoration from any foreigr 
power or ruler.

Dr. James Wood has published in The 


Quarterly Journal of Inebriety a report on 
observations regarding the. bad effects of 
tea drinking. He states thai out of 1,000 
patients applying for treatment at the 
Brooklyn Central dispensary 100 exhibited 
eyinptoms pertaining directly to tea 
drunkenness, while many others were 
doubtless Biileving more or loss from it. 
Tho effects of tea, according to Dr. Woop, 
differ somewhat according to tho kind 
taken, as ho finds that tho tea of India 
contains SK times as much tannin as 
that of China. Tho headache so frequent- 
ly suffered by tea tasters he attributes 
to the essential oil, of which tbe tea con- 
tains three-fourths of 1 per cent. Ten 
tasters drink the infusion immed'^tely 
after It is made. Dr. Wood notices a great 
difference in susceptibility to tea poisoning. 


He says- "Somo people are profoundly 


ntoxicxted by indulging in two cups of 
strong tea per day. Wo find that an ounce 
of tea loaves used daily will soon produce 
loisonous symptoms. 
This amount will 


contain sis grains of tbelne." Of tbo 100 
cases of too poisoning mentioned by tho 
author 09 were women and 31 woro men. 
Fifty-four drank two pints o« less, 37 four 
pints or less and 0 ten pints or less. 


Tbe following symptoms wero present 


in nearly all cases of tea intoxication: 
Hallucinations, nightmares, 
successive 


dreams, obstinate neuralgia, ansicty, a 
persistent sinking sensation in tbo epigas- 
trium, prostration and general weakness, 
excitement and mental depression. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Wood, tea poisoning is re- 
sponsible for half of tho headaches, and a 
large proportion of all cases of despond- 
ency, palpitation of the heart, giddiness 
and allied symptoms. Tho essential oil of 
tea which gives out its peculiar aroma is, 
according to Dr. Wood, a pov\crful poison. 
Its injurious effects arc so well recognized 
by tbo nativeb of China that they do not 
uso tea until it is a your old, thus allow- 
ing this deleterious substance to escape. 
Groen toa contains moro of tho essential 
oil than black tea, which accounts for tho 
fact that it is nioro pioductlvo of uorvous-

The Grave Ms Causes Consternation 


Among The Oto Consuls, 


LOSD.N, July 2, 2:00 A. H—Official 


despatches from the consul body in 
Shanghai confirm the report that the 
German minister to Pekin, Baron von 
Ketteler, baa been killed. They say 
that he was riding along Legation street 
when he wae attacked by Chinese troops 
and Boxers, dragged from his hor&e 
and killed. His body was hacked with 
swords. 
The German legation was 


burned and t>everal of the legation ser 
vants killed and their bodies thrown 
into the flames. The official confirma- 
tion of this ghastly business has caused 
consternation among the consul gen 
erals in Shanghai. 
They now believe 


tbjt war will be declared by the pow- 
ers against the Pekin 
government. 


There is little hope among them that 
any foreigners are loft alive in tbe 
Chinese capital. 


Officials Hopeful, But Anxious. 


WASUINOTOS, July 1.—Today's ad- 


vices from China, consisting of two 
telegrams from Coasul General Qood- 
uow at Shanghni, put the foreign minis- 
ters in Pekin along one day farther and 
lead to the hope that they are still 
alive, with the exception of tho Ger- 
man minister, who has most likely been 
murdered. While the officials believe 
the diplomatic corps could not be pre- 
Herved thtongh the first outbreak onl;- 
to bo slaughtered on sober second 
thought, still tho fact that tho notorious 
Prinoo Taan if in full control at Pokiii 
is considered a veiy graves development 
and tends to fix all tho responsibility 
for the events of the past three weeks 
upon the Pekin government. 


Two Important Cablegrams. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—Two impor- 


tant cablegrams were received today by 
Secretary Hay from United Statea Con 
qiil Goodnow at Shanghai. They aro 
probably dated last night. 
Tho con- 


tents are withheld, but it is understood 
that they aro substantially as follows- 
"It is rumored in Shanghai thut the 
German minister to Pekiu, Baron von 
Ketteler, was killed on the 18th of June. 
On the 23d, three of tho legation build- 
ings were standing. 
The others had 


been burned. On tho2Ct;u. a despatch 
was received at Shangbui fromDng-lnp, 
supposed to bo viceroy of the province 
of Chi-li.where the principal trouble has 
oscnrred, saying that the rest of the 
ministers were 
safe. 
Despatches to 


Shanghai from various sources make-it 
appear that Prince Tnan, father of the 
heir apparent, is io full control at Pekin. 
His attitude is said to be the worst pos-

Uut for the RU-adl- 
ness born of grave responsibilities in the 
Philippines, the United States would 
now be cutting a sorry figure in the in- 
ternational compact in China, instead 
of being held in urivenal rcejicct by the 
power* of Europe.

LOSS OF LIFE PROBABLY 200. 


NEW YOBK, July, 1,—The North Ger- 


man Lloyd Steamship Co. place the 
loss of life in yesterday's firo at two 
hundred. 
They took the crew list, 


checked off those miening or in. the hos- 
pitals and morgues and counted the 
others as lost. Among them are many 
officeie. The body of Capt. Mirow of 
the Saale, has buen found, burned so as 
to be scarcely recognizable. 
{Fortu- 


nately, the number of visitors on the 
liners was untisually small, ao they were 
not due to sail, with the exception of 
tho Saale, which was to leave for Boston 
and there take aboard a party of Chris- 
tian Endeavorors, for London. It ie. 
believed that no passengers were lost. 
It bad been reported that a number of 
Endeav orero from Boston, who were vis- 
iting the Baale, perished, but it is 
claimed in Boston that none were on 
board. 
The German consul today ca- 


bled Berlin, fixing the loss of life at two 
hundred. 


Property Loss $10,000,000. 


NEW YOBK, July 1.— The property 


losses ia the terrible conflagration of 
yesterday are tonight conservatively es- 
timated at ten millions of dollars. It 


thought that two hundred persons 


perished, while there are over three 
hundred] in hospitals in this city, Ho- 
boken and Jersey City. Up to eleven 
o'clock tonight eighteen bodies had 
been recovered. Eleven of these wore 
placed in a row in the morgue and 
numbered, this beiog the only way to 
maintain their identity, so charred and 
dismembered are they. 


OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN. 


SOUTU BERWICK, ME , July 1.—The 


house and farm buildings owned by C 
J. Knight, one of the coroner's jury in 
the bprague murder case, were burned 
early this morning. The fire started in 
the barn. Twelve horses were burned, 
besides many farming implements and 
the personal effects of a dozen teao> 
Htere. Mr. Knight had barely time to 
get his wife and five children out ol 
the house safely. Tho fire is believed 
to have been of incendiary origin. The 
loss is three thousand dollars, with no 
insurance. County Attorney Matthews 
visited tho ruins today and questioned 
Mr. Knight, who said that he was in 
the barn at ten o'clock last evening and 
that everything was all right then. Tbe 
residents are greatly excited over tbe 
developments. They think it a veiy 
strange coincidence that S. B. Hunt- 
ress, another juror in tbe Sprague case, 
should bo fatally injured and that Mr. 
Knight should be made homeless, all 
in seven hours' time.

Although this com- 
mittee does not take into consideration 
the larger affairs of the convention, there 
was more or less discussion of conven- 
tion prpspccts.

tion. 


Benjamin F. Shively of Indiana was 


the subject of much gossip as he appear- 
ed wearing a rough rider hat. "lie is the

A dispatch from Lincoln, Neb., ^says 


that « hen Congressman Sulzer leaves for

Lincoln is that he will take uith him the 
expressed wishes of Mr. Bryan as to 
what should be contained in the financial 
plank of the platform to be presented to 
the Democratic national convention. Mr. 
Sulzer is regarded there as the mouth- 
piece, for the time being at least, of the 
New York delegation. 


In any event, he is its representative 


so far as the Lincoln end_ is concerned. 
Mr. Sulzer himself is for a positive, spe- 
cific declaration for free silver coinage at 
a ratio of 1C to 1. He will not be satis- 
fied with a reaUinnation of the Chicago 
platform. The dispatch adds: 


"To attempt to hedge or shelve this 


question would be cowardly and a betray- 
al," said Mr. Sulzer. 
"It would be an 


admission to the Kepublicans that we 
have accepted their contention that free 
silver is a dead issue and that we were 
wrong and that they were right in the 
fight of four years ago. 
It is folly and 


false to- assert that free silver is dead, 
either east or west. In my last canvass 
for a seat in congress, in a district al- 
most in the shadow of Wall street, I 
made silver the whole issue, and my ma- 
jority was the largest ever given in the 
district. I made the. fight on this issue 
against the advice of party leaders too." 


There is a bare possibility that Mr. 


Bryan may be yet induced to go to Kan- 
sas Oi,ty to participate in the closing 
scents of tT/K convention. 
Two telegraph 


wire loops are being strung to his city 
home in Lincoln, and Mr. Bryan's pres- 
ent plans are to receive, with a few 
friends, bulletins on the proceedings of 
the convention. 


Huts of 8>*tt Dried Mud. $flthont VentO»- 


Uoo and IfuU of Vermin, 


E. Talbot Kelly, tho English artist, ha* 


written for The Century an article enti- 
tled "An Artist Among the Fellaheen." 
Mr. Kelly says of a typical Egyptian vil- 
lage; 


Built entirely of BUD dried mud, tbo 


small, low huts, from considerations of 
economy and epaoe, join ono another 
whenever possible. Narrow and tortuous 
lanes, loft at haphazard, form the only 
thoroughfares, in which at first appears to 
he a huge mound of inud, surmounted by 
heaps of cotton and durra stalks, whiob. 
Borve the dual purpose of thatoh and fuel. 
Many of these lanes aro mere onls-de-sao, 
ending abruptly in a neighbor's courtyard 
and forcing one to retrace his steps and 
try u^nin. Experience has taught me that) 
it is uovor wise to assume that the streets 
load in the direction at first suggested. It 
is often safer to start the other way and 
trust to tho winding of the path to bring 
one out somewhere near the desired spot 


As n rule, the villages have the appear- 


ance of fortifications, the ontside walls be- 
ing frequently without doors or windows, 
and the lanos of the village terminating 
in massive wooden doors,, which are usu- 
ally closed at nightfall and guarded on the 
Insido by the village guffrah, or night 
watchmen. 


Each "bouse" bas usually one door, 


opening into the lane, small and low, and 
tho few windows, if provided at all, aro 
merely slits in the mud wall, innocent of 
glass or shutter, but ornamented with a 
lattice of split bamboo, placed crosswise 
during building. Ventilation there is 
virtually none, the smoko of tho fire of 
dung OT corncobs finding its egress by tbo 
door and well nigh choking the inhabit- 
ants, which include not only the family, 
but chickens, turkeys, pigeons, goats and 
whatever live stock tho inhabitants pos- 
BOES. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to be 


mndo, tho houses being too low to feel the 
breezes, and the streets too narrow to al- 
low of any air circulation. The roofs, cov- 
ered w ith piles of rubbish for fuel, afford 
accommodation for a second installment of 
soars, pipncjit, cats, and especially dogs. 
Ono wonders how life can bo supported in 
such conditions, yet tho people are well 
conditioned and healthy, living their lives 
in tho Holds and returning to their houses 
only to cut and sleep. Insect life naturally 
abounds, tho Egyptian flea particularly 
being a prodigy of manly vigor and activ- 
ity, but the fellah has a hide liko a gain003 
(tho Egyptian buffalo), and oven travelers 
lilco myself eventually become impervious 
to its onslaught. Outside tho village and 
almost at their very doors tho filtii and 
offal of tbo place are deposited, resulting 
in tho development of thai plaguo peculiar 
to Egyptian life—"flies"—disgusting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and tho equally valuable rat these 
•villages would quickly become uninhabit- 
able.

newspaper tho query, "Where is Patrick 
Henry buriod?" And tourists in Rich- 
mond constantly ask to bo shown his 
grave, with the mistaken idea that it is 
in that city, where much of his publlo ca- 
reer was passed. Few people comparative- 
ly know that tbo man who acquired tbe 
titloof'Tbo Tongue of tbe Revolution" 
Ilos in a quiet grave on tho estate in Char- 
lotto county where he formerly lived. 
Over him is n marble slab iascrlbod with 
tho one line, "His Fame His Best Epi- 
taph." 


Tbo estate lies on the Stauuton rivor, 


88 miles from the town of Lyncbburg,' 
near tho border lino which separates Char- 
lotto and Campbell counties. It derived 
its name of Bod Hill from the peculiar 
color of tbo soil in that vicinity. When 
Patrick Honry bought tho plaoe, it com- 
prised about 15,500 acres. Tbo land Is rich 
—there was a saying in the neighborhood 
that poor land and Henry could never bo 
mentioned together—corn grows thure as 
high as a man on borsobaok. There is a

prosperity. Its situation in early times

Tbe first "packet" running between 


New York and Staten Island began its 
voyages gem) weekly in 1705, and tho fer- 
rymen summoned tbo passengers by tbo 
blast of a horn. 
For n ntnnber of years 


uftorward communication between tho city 
and Staten Island was generally intoriolt- 
tent, and tbo attempt made officially 40 
years ago to utilize a portion of Staten Is- 
land, now tba most tranquil, law abiding, 
bucolic, sylvan and placid subdivision of 
thu city of Now York, for quarantine pur- 
poses created a disturbance so remarkable 
in character, so clearly at variance with 
tho pacific nature of the inhabitants 
and so dangerous to the state that tbo 
record of it soeins almost to bo exaggerat- 
ed. Tho old provincial council years be- 
fore the breaking out of tbe Revolutionary 
war established a quarantine, especially 
for vessels coniinK from tbo West Indies, 
many of thoiu Dutch possessions at that 
time, on Bedloe's island. After tbe closo 
of tho R evolutionary war the quarantine 
establishment was removed to Governors 
island, but that was objected to on tbe 
ground of its proximity to New York. 
Nevertheless it continued In use until the 
state purchased 30 acres of land within 
tho township of Castleton for quarantine 
purposes. 


In the summer of 1856 there was an out- 


break of yellow fever, and tbe inhabitants 
of Castleton organized into a mob and 
armed with sticks, stones, guns and 
torches, attacked a quarantine building, 
wbioh they set on flro and destroyed, de- 
spite tbe resistance of the local authorities 
and calls for soldiers from other states. 
Tbo state authorities began to erect new 
quarantine buildings, but theso in turn 
wero burned by another mob of violent 
Staten Islanders, all efforts to placate 


Recruits evon wero 


sent to aid the Staton Islanders from New 


I Jorsoy. Tbo hostility to tho establishment 


; of n quarantine increased in strength, Tho 
' Castleton board of health declared it a 


nuisance, and on tbo night of Sept. 1, 1858, 
tho place was attacked by a mob, the sick 
woro carried from tho hospitals and laid 
upon mattresses in tho Holds, tbo officers 
and physicians wero driven off, and all tho 
buildings, savo tho women's hospital, woro 
destroyed by flro. 
Tho nost night tho re- 


maining hospital was burned down. 


The governor declared t-ho island in re- 


bellion and sent troops against tbe Staton 
Islander.0, but without offcob. John A. 
King, a resident of Long Island, was at 
that time go\ernor. Ho proclaimed Staten 
Island under martini law, but tbo inhab- 
itants remained obdurate. They refused 
to recoKin/.o King and after deblroyi«K 33 
buildings declared that they would nevor 
lay down their arms until tho "yellow 
jack" was removed. Ultimately Richmond 
county was compelled to pay for all tho 
losses occasioned, but tho state recoiled 
from Its position ai: 1 abandoned Its claim 
to tho right of a quarantine on Staton Is- 
land, » floating hospital being established 
instead by n commission appointed by tho 
legislature for that purpose. Horatio Soy- 
mour was at the hoad of it.—New York 
Sun.

A Spectacle So Terrible That It M»d« 


One Witness of the Tragedy Decldd 


i That He Would Hover Again Partici- 


pate In a Man Hunt. 


"There was only ono official hanging i» 


Iny county/' said tho ex-boomor froiij 
Oregon, "and it turned out afterward that 
nn innocent man was executed in that in 
litanoo. This precedent made even lynoh- 
'in^ very uncommon, so that when a scoro 
of us started out to hang Abraham Sam- 
uels to tbe nearest tree it was only after a 
careful consideration of tbo crime he bud 
committed. Samuels was a man of about 
,40, small, wiry and agile. Ho had reddish 
hair and a heavy beard, the cut of which 
he was continually altering, and be wag 
always neatly, rather flashily dressed. He 
was married to a woman somo ten years 
his junior and lived with her and their 
two children on a ranch on tho divide be- 
tween Tin Pot and Shoestring valleys. 


"In spite of his generally quiet behavior 


Samuels was very unpopular, partly, I 
suppose, because of bis natty appearance 
and partly because be was known as a 
wife beater.

With no otluir evi- 
dence tbau this thoro %vus a strong biispi- 
cion that Samuels had set tho 11 ry, find his 
subsequent actions tendod to confirm it 
Fooling against him wns intotiMlicil by I ho 
fact that tho flro had (.;ainotl a good start 
along tho divldo and wns menacing valu- 
able property on every sklo. 


"Within a week from tho tliuo thu flro 


fitnrtod tho town had grown too hot for 
Samuels, and in thrco ilays more, during 
which tho fires bad dona muni tlanmgn, a 
lynching boo was proposed, with Samuels 
as its object of attention. As I had bron 
Injured by tho fires to a gtvatur extent 
than any other individual In tho vicinity 
I was ask«d to orgnni/.o tho boo. 
I cle- 


olined to do that, but I \\ont along with 
tho party, moro from eiuriohity thnn from 
any deslro to wroak personal vonguaneo. 
Samuols bad hoard of our intention and 
had btolen a horso and started alon^ the 
Smith rivor trail, intending, I suppose, to 
proceed down tho rivor to its mouth und 
take a steamer for 'Frisco. 


"Tho pursuing party rode hard, and wo 


bighted Samuels just nt daybreak tho noxt 
morning as he crossed tbe ridgo into 1 ho 
Smith river valley about six miles ahoud 
of us. IIo would suroly hnvo escaped us 
had It not been that ono arm of tho forest 
flrcs intercepted hini E-oon after ho started 
down tho valley. Tho flro had crossed the 
ridgo many miles below, and as it traveled ! 
up tho valley it presented a solid wall of 
flame which it was impossible to puss. 
From this wall Samuels was forced to 
turn back threo miles below, whcro ho en- 
tered tho valley, and there was no way out i 
except the back trail. 
On this wo inter- ' 


cepted him soon after, and it scorned as 
though ho could not posbibly escape tho 
rope we wore carrying for him. Ho did, 
though, for ho was finally consumed in 
tho fire ho himself had started. Ho took 
the desperate ohanxio of trying to ewim 
down tho shallow stream, whoso flame 
wrapped banks wero not more than 20 feet 
apart.

Somo two miles to roy right I detected a 


white stroak. Turning to Mahoney, I 
said, "Buffalo." 
Through my fjoldglass 


tho white streak resolved itself into a flock 
of buffalo birds. They are about the size 
of sea guild and always travel with the 
African buffalo, sometimes covering a 
solid herd of 400 or 600 as if with a white 
cloak. 


Tho buffalo ,has another friend Jn the 


littlo alarm bird, wbioh Is well known to 
hunters. It Is about the size of a sparrow 
and warns him of approaching danger by 
flying down on his back, pocking at bla 
tough hide and sending forth a shrill note, 
which Immediately stampedes a whole 
herd. I have often Inquire J of experienced 
hunters whether tho bird does not some- 
times make a mistake and put theso huge 
brutes to flight unnecessarily, but; I was 
told that the buffalo have Implicit oonfl- 
'donco In them. A rlflo shot would not 
scatter them more quickly. While I had 
bron stalking buffalo a fevf days before, 
well hidden in tho grass, the herd sudden- 
ly stampeded. 
This puzzled mo greatly, 


bnt tho watchful eye of my gnklo detected 
tho cause. One of these birds bad flown 
down and Riven tho alarm.. Though .dia- 
nppo'.ntod In my stalk, I had tho satisfac- 
tion of aofftilrlng some information that 
proved o? value to roc later.—Arthur 0.
